THE CONSTITUTION 
Kings Mountain Baptist Association 

PREAMBLE: We, the messengers of Baptist Churches in the County 
of Cleveland, State of North Carolina, and territory adjacent thereto 
do hereby propose to establish and maintain the order and rules of a 
district Association in conformity to the following plan: 

NAME 

ARTICLE 1: The name of the organization shall be the Kinss 
Mountain Baptist Association. s 

MEMBERSHIP 

ARTICLE 2: The Association shall be composed of Missionary Ban 
tist Churches of Cleveland County and adjacent territory which are P ~ 
members, and any other Missionary Baptist Churches which may ^er^ 
after be admitted as herein provided. ie ~ 
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ARTICLE 3: Churches desiring membership in the Association shall 
apply to the Missions Council and if recommended by this Council and 
accepted by the Association shall agree to come under the watch care of 
the Association for a period of one year. At the end of one year upon 
recommendation of the Mission Council, membership within the Associa¬ 
tion of such churches shall be confirmed by vote of the Association. 
During this period such churches shall be entitled to all rights and 
privileges of the Association except holding office and voting. 

ARTICLE 4: Each church shall annually elect messengers to the 
appointed meeting of the Association. Such messengers must be duly 
certified in the annual church letter to the Association, and appointed 
on the following ratio: Two messengers in addition to the pastor, for 
each church having a membership not exceeding fifty, and one additional 
messenger for each increase of fifty or major fraction thereof, provided 
that the total number of messengers shall not exceed ten. 


PURPOSE 

cj. The purpose of this Association shall be to counsel 
together for the enlargement and strengthening of God s Kingdom and 
for the promoting of unity and growth among the chui ches composing it. 
To this end the Association will cooperate with the North Carolina 
Baptist State Convention and 'the Southern Baptist Convention and theii 
agencies in the work of Missions, Christian Education, and Social Seivice. 

MEETINGS 

ARTICLE 6: The Association shall meet annually on Thursday after 
the third Sunday in October and continue for two day sessions or longer 
in the judgment of the Committee on Order of Business, subject to the 
approval of the Association. The place of meeting shall be determined 

at the previous session. 


OFFICERS 

ARTICLE 7 * The officers of the Association shall be a IModei atoi, 
Vice-Moderator, Clerk-Treasurer, and Historian. These shall be elected 
annually by the Association at its annual meeting and shall hold office 
until their successors are elected. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

ARTICLE 8: It shall be the duty of the Moderator: 

(1) In advance of the annual meeting, to communicate with the 
host churches requesting that they appoint from their church 
membership a committee on enrollment. 

(2) To open the meetings punctually at the appointed time. 

(3) To appoint a committee on committees in the opening session. 
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(4) To enforce the rules; to preserve order; and to exercise all the 
prerogatives of a presiding officer according to the principles 
of established parliamentary usage. 

ARTICLE 9; It shall be the duty of the Vice-Moderator to discharge 
the duties of the Moderator in his absence. 

ARTICLE 10: It shall be the duty of the Historian to collect and 
put in some durable form all facts of particular interest about each of the 
member churches and report at the annual session of the Association. 

ARTICLE 11: It shall be the duty of the Clerk-Treasurer: 

(1) To keep an accurate record of the proceedings of the Associa¬ 
tion. 

(2) To superintend the printing and distribution of the minutes. 

(3) To keep on file the printed minutes and other important 
documents belonging to the Association. 

(4) To receive and pay over to the proper parties all the money 
contributed directly to the Association. 

(5) To make an annual report concerning such to the Association. 
For his services he shall be paid annually an amount recommended 

by the Finance Committee and approved by the Association. 

COMMITTEES AND THEIR DUTIES 

ARTICLE 12: The committees of the Association shall be divided 
into four categories, and shall be composed of members from our 
churches. 

SECTION A. Those appointed in advance of the annual meeting: 

1. A Committee on Enrollment appointed as prescribed in Article 8 
and any others which the Moderator may deem advisable or 
necessary. 

SECTION B. Those named to report at the annual meeting: at 
they were appointed: 

1. A Committee on Committees, consisting of five messengers ap¬ 
pointed as prescribed in Article 8. It shall be the duty of this 
committee to appoint the following committees which shall report 
at the annual meeting at which appointed. 

a. Committee on Place and Preacher, consisting of three members, 
the duty of which ^hall be to lecommend to the Association 
churches at which the next session shall meet and preachers 
that will preach at the next session. This committee shall 
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serve from, appointment until a new committee is appointed at 
the ensuing annual association meeting, and, in the event of a 
church having to rescind its invitation or a pieachei s being 
unable to deliver a designated sermon due to sickness, death, 
or other providential circumstances, 01 his lemoval fiom a 
church in the Association, will make provision for such substi- 
stitution as may be necessary subject to the approval of the 
General Board. 


b. A Committee on Resolutions, consisting of three membeis, the 
duty of which shall be to draw up and present to the Associa¬ 
tion suitable resolutions of appreciation and expression on sen¬ 
timents on any matter chosen by the committee or referred to 
by the Association. This committee shall serve from appoint¬ 
ment until a new committee is appointed at the ensuing asso- 

ciational meeting. 

SECTION C. The Committee on Committees will appoint the following 
committees which will serve throughout the year and which shall report 
at the next annual session of the Association. 

1. A committee on Order of Business, which shall consist of five 
members including the Vice-Moderator who shall be chairman, 
shall be the duty of this committee to report a suggested order o 
business as soon as feasible after the opening of the Association. 
When adopted, its report shall become the order of the Association 
and cannot be changed except by majority of the body. 

2. A Committee on Nominations, consisting of five members, the duty 
of which shall be to nominate, with the help of the Nominating 
Committees of these various organizations, all officers of the As¬ 
sociation except those listed in Article 7. Those to be nominated 
shall include general officers of the following organizations. Baptist 
Training Union, Sunday School, Brotherhood, Music Organization, 
and members of the Missions Council. 


This committee shall also make recommendations to the General 
Board of the Association for members of the General Board of 
North Carolina Baptist State Convention when vacancies occur. 
The General Board will then send its recommendations to the 
Committee on Boards of the Baptist State Convention of North 

Carolina. 


This committee shall also nominate an Ordination Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, consisting of five members, the duty of which shall be to 
examine all candidates for ordination who shall be referred to it 
by churches of the Association. Upon concluding such examination, 
this Committee shall notify the church requesting the examination 
as to the results thereof and shall make a full report concerning 
the same at the next meeting of the General Board. 

It shall also nominate the Committee oi Evangelism, consisting of 
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five membeis, ths duty of which shall be to devise plans whereby 
evangelism will be promoted throughout the churches of the Asso¬ 
ciation. It shall also nominate any other committees which the As¬ 
sociation in session may authorize. 

Nominations by the Committee shall not preclude nominations from 
the floor. 

3. A Committee of Tiustees, consisting of three members, the duty of 
which shall be to hold in tiust any property, money, endowment, 
or other securities of said Association. 

4. An Auditing Committee, consisting of three members, the duty of 
which shall be to audit the Clerk-Treasurer’s books annually and 
report to the Association. 

5. The House and Grounds Committee for the Home of the Missionary, 
consisting of three members, the duties of which shall be to make 
recommendations concerning the upkeep and repair of the home" of 
the associational missionary to the General Board as such needs 
may arise, and to put into effect any recommendations concerning 
such which may be authorized by the General Board. 

The Chairman of each of these committees, with the exception of the 
committee on Order of Business, will be designated by the committee on 
committees. 

SECTION D. An Associational Calendar Committee to be composed of 
Vice-Moderator, Associational Missionary, Sunday School Superintendent 
W. M. U. Superintendent, Brotherhood President, Training Union Direc- 
tor, Music Director and Librarian. 

SECTION E. When a member of a committee or a general officer of 
the Baptist Training Union, Sunday School, Brotherhood, Music Edu¬ 
cation Committee, or the Associational Missions Council moves out of 
the Association or moves his or her membership from a cooperatino¬ 
missionary Baptist Church of the Association, he thereby relinquishes his 
committee membership or office, as the case may be. The vacancy thus 

treated will be filled by the standing Committee on Nominations desig- 
nated at the previous associational meeting. 


THE GENERAL BOARD 

ARTICLE 13: At each annual session a General Board shall b= 
appointed by the Association, which shall consist of the general officers 
of the body together with the Associational Missionary, Superintendent 
of Sunday School, Director of the Baptist Training Union, President of 
the Woman’s Missionary Union, President of the Brotherhood President 
of Gardner-Webb College, members of the Associational Missions Coun¬ 
cil, the pastor of each church composing the Association, retired minis' 
ters residing in and belonging to a church of the Association, and two 
members from each church, which members shall be nominated b 
church and approved by the Association. y e

ARTICLE 14: Tills board shall hold meetings monthly at 10 o’clock 
on Monday after third Sunday in each month, or when called by Modera¬ 
tor, and shall exercise the functions and discharge the duties usually 
committed to an executive board or committee.

^jpj/riCLE 27 • Said Council shall meet at least tlnee times annually. 
The first meeting shall be convened by the Moderator within ten days 
following the annual associational meeting at which the council was 
elected. At the first meeting a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Secretary 
shall be selected and the council shall divide itself into such committees 
as seem necessary to provide a well rounded and worthy associational 
missions program and emphasis. It shall have at least the following- 

committees : 

(1) Administration and Finance. This committee shall have general 
oversight of the work of the associational missionary and shall 
report to the Association in Annual Session and to the General 
Board as deemed necessary by the Committee. In case of a vacan¬ 
cy occurring in the office of associational missionary, this com¬ 
mittee shall bring recommendations to the Geneial Boaid as to 
replacement. This committee shall also make an associational 
budget to be presented to the Association pioviding foi financing 
the work for the coming yeai. 

(2) Missionary Planning. This committee shall survey communities 
in need of Baptist work and ministry; seek to enlist churches 
to sponsor work in such communities, give guidance and assis¬ 
tance in proper location and organization of new Baptist work: 
provide information for and make recommendations to the Asso¬ 
ciation to missionary needs which might be met by cooperative 
efforts; provide information to the State Mission Board which 
might ’ be helpful in meeting missionary needs; consult with 
churches anticipating membership in the Association and make 
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1 ecommendations to the Association in matters of this kind; and 
to review requests coming from churches for loans and church 
assistance funds, as to their validity. 

(3) Institutional and Interracial. This committee shall seek to enlist 
churches to have a worthy part in ministry to folks in our public 
institutions, and to be of service as friend and brother in Christ 
to people among us of other races. 


RULES OF ORDER 

RULE 1: The business session of the Association shall be opened and 
closed with prayer. 

RULE 2: All officers shall complete their work as soon as prac¬ 
ticable after the closing of the session. The newly elected officers shall 
assume, at the close of the session, all duties incumbent upon said offi¬ 
cers relating to -the work of the ensuing associational year 

RULE 3: Every report, resolution, or amendment offered to the 
Association shall be submitted in writing if requested by the Moderator. 

RULE 4: No person shall speak more than twice on the same sub¬ 
ject, except by the permission of the Association. 

RULE 5: Messengers present from one-third of the churches shall 
constitute a quorum. 


RULE 6: All questions shall be decided by majority vote of the 
members present except changes in the constitution, which shall require 
two-thirds vote of those present. Proposed changes must be presented 

to the Association the first day it is in session and voted on the second 
day. 


RULE 7: All questions of order not herein provided for shall be de 
cided by general parliamentary laws by Kerfoot.

Last year the already overcrowded 
clinics of the Out-Patient Department received a new high of 83,000 visits 
from 96 counties of the state, sixteen other states, and two foieign coun¬ 
tries. Two-thirds of these were by our Baptist people. 

One of the most pressing needs is the enlargement of the facilities of 
the Out-Patient Department. Along with this is the urgent need for a 
building to provide adequate and unified facilities for the Hospitals eigh 
schools for the training of skilled nurses, technicians, and othei medical

Gardner-Webb College is well on the way in her 56th year of Chris¬ 
tian Education. The faculty and the staff count it a distinct privilege 
to be a part of the family of Baptist Colleges in North Carolina and the 

Southern Baptist Convention. 

The emphasis that is being placed on education beyond the high 
school should cause the Baptist people to stop and ponder over the pur¬ 
pose of our- Baptist colleges.

The General Board of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association had a 
monthly meeting on Monday after first Sunday in each month at 10:00 
a.m. in First Baptist Church, Shelby, North Carolina. 

The following matters of business were discussed and acted upon. Mis. 
Wilson Padgett, Chairman of Nominating Committee, lesigned and Oscai 
Funderburke was elected to become Chairman of Committee. James Hold¬ 
er was elected to fill the unexpired term of Burley Turner. Others who 
were elected to fill vacancies; Richard Spencer to replace Burley Turner as 
Young Peoples Sunday School Departmental Officer; James Hutson be¬ 
came Biblical Recorder Representative to replace J. A. Bracey; Joe Wright 
to take Roland Leath’s position as Shelby Sunday School Group Leader; 
A. V. Nolan serve as Sunday School Associate Superintendent instead of 
Roland Leath; Mrs. Evans Stamey as Cradle Roll Department Officer; 
Hugh Borders to replace J. A. Bracey as Intermediate Sunday School Of¬ 
ficer The Nominating Committee presented a roster of Sunday School, 
Baptist Training Union Officers and Associational representatives to serve 
the coming Associational year, subject to the approval of the Association 

in session.

In accordance with a resolution passed by the One Hundred Eleventh 
Annual Session of the Kings Mountain Baptist Association held at Zoar 
Baptist Church on October 20th, 1961, as will appear of record, the under¬ 
signed trustees did on November 6th, 1961 convey to Rylan Redding, Liv¬

HOME MISSION REPORT 1962 

57 Churches out of 69 in the Kings Mountain Association shared in 
the work of the Home Mission program of the Southern Baptist Conven¬ 
tion this past year by contributing to the Annie Armstrong Offering a 
total of $12,491. 60 of our churches became co-workers with the Home 

Mission program by contributing indiiectly through the Coopeiati\e Pio- 
gram. It is good to be able to report that the people of the Kings Moun¬ 
tain Association are continuing their inteiest in the woik of the Home 
Mission Board of the Southern Baptist Convention and there are several 
outstanding highlights of Home Missions that ought to be bi ought to oui 
attention this year. 

We are well aware of the so-called “Cuban Crisis” in which many 
fine families have been forced to seek refuge from the new regime of 
Fidel Castro. While visiting in Miami this past Spring, I saw a little of 
the heartbreak and sorrow in the faces of those 140,000 Latin Americans 
who have been coming to Miami at the rate of 1,600 per week fox many 
months. I am happy to call to your attention the fact that your Home 
Mission workers are on the scene, fully mobilized and prepared to minis- 
ter to a great number of these people. They are under the direction of 
Home Missionary Robert Fricke, and they have assisted in resettling Ji 
famines, 101 refugees and are dealing with 20 other churches where they 
hope to place other families. When the crisis was first apparent, the 
Board appropriated $20,000 for relief work and then when the Annie Arm¬ 
strong offering reached its goal this past Spring, $50,000 more was alio- 
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cated for this work. We are indeed grateful for the leadership of our 
Home Missionaries in this work and we are grateful that we can have a 
part in this crisis ministry. 

It will also interest you to know that we still have six missionaries in 
Cuba under the direction of Superintendent Herbert Caudill, and despite 
harrassment by the Cuban government, they are continuing a strong 
evangelistic effort. $265,000 has been allotted for their work this year. 

We regret to report that the “Big Cities” ministry which needed 
$100,000 this year for church and mission sites had to be discontinued 
because there was not enough in the Cooperative Program to meet the 
budget expectations. Let us not forget that the Cooperative Program is 
the lifeline of the Home Mission Program and it must not fail. 

This has been a year of continuing progress for the 30,000 Movement. 
By January, of this year, Dr. C. C. Warren, director of the Movement an¬ 
nounced that 14,210 missions and churches had been started in the South¬ 
ern Baptist Convention. The goal for 1962 was set at 6,000. The Move¬ 
ment calls for 30,000 new preaching stations to be organized between 1956 
and 1964. We have one of these new churches in our Association, The 
Westview Baptist Church, having been organized since last August 19 
1961. 

The Brotherhood joined with the Home Mission Board this year in 
sending men to pioneer areas for revivals and evangelistic missions in 
order to start new churches and new missions. Several pastors and lay¬ 
men from our state have been on preaching tours this year in our north¬ 
ern and western states. More than 500 men paid their own way last 
year and over a thousand this year. The Board also sent out 600 student 
summer missionaries this year to work in the cities, with good-will can¬ 
ters, language groups, etc. 

The Home Mission Board is the liaison between the military chaplain¬ 
cy and our denomination. We now have 695 Southern Baptist Chaplains 
in the military; 800 part-time and 1.300 full-time chaplains in the hos 

pitals of the nation; and there are 58 Southern Baptist Chaplains in cor- 
rectional institutes. 

All togethei there are 1,975 misionaries serving under the direction of 
the Home Mission Board in all 50 states, Cuba, Panama and the Canal 
Zone. These missionaries reported 54,899 professions of faith in Christ 
last year. Then- work was carried on with a budget of $4,425,000.00. 

There are several things that we would encourage each church to do 
during the coming year: 

1. Suppoit the Week of Prayer for Home Missions in March 

2. Participate in the Annie Armstrong Offering for Home Missions. 

3. Subsciibe to the Home Missions Magazine for the pastor and other 
interested leaders. 
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4. Send the Pastor, WMS President, or other interested members to 
Ridgecrest or Glorietta for Home Missions Week. 

5. Keep the church membership informed concerning the latest Home 
Mission activities, e. g., the Cuban Refugee Program.

Be it Resolved: 

This General Board recommend to the Kings Moimtain Baptist As¬ 
sociation that we, a segment of the Christian conscience of our communi¬ 
ty and county: 

1. Ask our law enforcement body for a more strict supervision of this 
evil and prohibit its use and sale. 

2. That we commend and back our newspaper, The Shelby Daily Star 
and radio stations, WADA and WOHS, for their stand in bringing 
the facts to the forefront and urge their continued positive power 
of support. 

3. That we urge those of whom we have influence with to refuse to 
buy or use alcoholic beverage of any nature. 

4. That we ministers of Cleveland County bring a concerted and posi¬ 
tive witness against this abuse and violation of our law and life. 

5. That we use every available means at our disposal to stop the on¬ 
slaught of this hydra-headed evil in a decent society.
